1. ATMOSPHERICS: 

- PREMIER CHIANG RECENTLY INSTURCTED MINISTRY OF EDUCATION TO 
EDIT AS SOON AS POSSIBLE NEW HISTORY OF TAIWAN TO INCLUDE DEEDS 
OF HEROES, MARTYRS IN TAIWAN WHO DEDICATED THEMSELVES TO 
NATIONAL STRUGGLE AGAINST JAPAN S OCCUPATION, CNA REPORTED. 
THESE DEEDS SHOULD BE INCLUDED IN TEXTBOOKS WRITTEN FOR PRIMARY 
AND MIDDLE SCHOOL STUDENTS, HE REPORTEDLY SAID, THUS BREEDING 
PATRIOTISM AND NATIONAL VIRTUES IN YOUTH.

- GOVERNMENT INFORMATION DIRECTOR DING MOU-SHIH REPORTED 
TO LEGISLATIVE YUAN MAY 10 ON EFFORTS TO STEP UP ROC FOREIGN 
PUBLICITY BY STRESSING TAIWAN'S PROGRESS, UNVEILING COMMUNIST 
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INTRIGUES AND CLOSELY COORDINATING ROC DIPLOMATIC.OVERSEAS, 
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CULTUREX AND TRADE EFFORTS TO FOIL PRC DESIGNS TO ISOLATE ROC. 

- PREMIER CHIANG CHING-KUO TOLD MONTHLY MEETING OF RULING 
KUOMINTANG PARTY MAY 10 THAT RECENT TIEN AN MEN RIOTS PROVED 
FAILURE OF MAOIST SUPPRESSIVE MEASURES AND FORETOLD EVENTUAL 
DOWNFALL OF PEIPING REGIME, ACCORDING CENTRAL NEWS AGENCY

- KUOMINTANG'S OFFICIAL CENTRAL DAILY NEWS (CHUNG YANG JIH PAO- 
270,000) CARRIED ANOTHER ARTICLE BY T'ANG P'AN (P.P. TANG), 

EDITOR OF THE PAPER'S INTERNATIONAL EDITION, WHO RECENTLY TOURED 
U.S., THIS TIME DISCUSSING CHINESE STUDENTS THERE. HE SAID 
"LEFTIST" CHINESE STUDENTS IN THE U.S., RAMPANT TWO YEARS AGO, 

HAD BEEN MORE OR LESS SUPPRESSED BY UNITED ACTION OF "PATRIOTIC" 
CHINESE STUDENTS. ALSO, TAIWAN'S PROGRESS AND PRC INTERNAL 
TROUBLES HAD WORKED AGAINST "LEFTISTS" WHO WERE ATTEMPTING TO 
STIR UP TROUBLE BETWEEN STUDENTS OF MAINLAND VERSUS TAIWAN ORIGIN. 
HE SAID COMMUNISTS ARE CONTINUING POUR MONEY INTO U.S. SUPPORTING 
PROFESSIONAL "LEFTISTS" WHO ARE DISTRIBUTING PUBLICATIONS FROM 
UNIVERSITY OF FLORIDA AND GEORGIA TECH. 

- GREAT CHINA EVENING NEWS (TA HUA WAN PAO - 60,000) SAID 

SINCE TAIWAN ENJOYING POLITICAL STABILITY AND ECONOMIC PROSPERITY 
IT UNNECESSARY FOR PEOPLE TO IMMIGRATE TO OTHER COUNTRIES. PAPER 
SAID 25,504 IMMIGRATION VISAS ISSUED BY THE U.S. EMBASSY IN 
TAIPEI BETWEEN 1964 AND 1974 AND MANY OTHERS IMMIGRATED TO 
THE U.S. WITHOUT IMMIGRATION VISAS. SOME OF THESE CHINESE 
EMIGRANTS COULD NOT ADJUST IN U.S. DUE TO POOR EDUCATION AND LACK 
OF ENGLISH, PAPER ADDED. 

- CENTRAL NEWS AGENCY CARRIED A NEW YORK REPORT BY T.C. TANG 
ASKING, "IS THE U.S. ON THE DECLINE?" HIS ANSWER: "... ON THIS 
BICENTENNIAL OF THE UNITED STATES, ONCE THE LAND OF THE FREE, AND 
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THE HOME OF THE BRAVE' IT WOULD TAKE A MYOPE TO SAY THAT THIS ONCE 
EARTHLY PARADISE’ IS NOT ON THE DECLINE. CAN IT BE ARRESTED?
